Judge Rules No-Fault Divorce Invalid 


PONTIAC, Mich. (AP) - An Oakland County Circuit judge 


has 
declared 
Michigan's no-fault 
divorce law 
un- 


constitutional because it takes children from Iheir families 
without due process of law. 


Judge Arthur E. Moore ruled Wednesday the 1971 law 


permits divorces at the "will, whim or caprice of the 
parents" without adequate representation of the child's 
interests. 


The law allows divorceswhenever a marriage has suffered 


"an irreparable breakdown." No further cause need be 
provided to obtain the divorce. 


Moore said since no cause is shown the court, children lose 


their chance to contest the divorce and their right "to insist 
upon parental homes and continued family care." 


He said the lack of cause for the divorce also hinders at- 


tempts to determine if it would hurt or help the children

restaurant cook who proposed a week-long meat 
boycott says she has been swamped with calls from 
across the nation offering both encouragement and 


j 
criticism. 


Sharon Wciler of the Northwood Inn on this island 


off the eastern tip of Michigan's Upper Peninsula 
got the idea for a moratorium on meat when she had 


to raise the price of her hamburgers 10 cenls afler 
ground beef prices rose 20 cents a pound in two 
weeks. 


She quickly enlisted the support of the island's 700 


residents in an Ad Hoc Commiltee of Wives and 
Husbands Against Ihe Rising Cost of Meat. The 
group plans to forego eating, buying or or selling 
meat for a week beginning Sunday. 


Since news reports of Ihe proposed boycolt, Mrs. 


Weiler said, she has received calls from as far away 
as Ulah commending her effort. 


Irate farmers also have called to complain about 


Ihe plan, she said. 


Mrs. Weiler said the island's effort probably will 


have no cffecl on meat prices but the group feels a 
gesture should at least be made against rising food 
cosls.

Democrats Inspect Mouth 


Of Gift-Horse Riegle 


Congressmen may be dilatory, ex- 


travagant, partisan, verbose, even less 
than bright. But they are almost always 
polite—to each other, that is. 


The business of Congress is conducted 


with conspicuous—some would say, ex- 
cessive—gloss of politeness. Fellow 
members are almost invariably referred 
to as the distinguished representative 
from so-and-so. The Congressional 
Record gives the impression 
that 


sweetness and light prevail at all times. 


Michigan's Rep. Donald W. Riegle Jr. of 


Flint provokes exceptions. The latest 
came in the form of comments by a 
colleague, Rep. Wayne L. Hays of Ohio. 


Riegle, readers may recall, is the 


Republican who switched two weeks ago 
to the Democratic party. While Riegle 
was considering the switch but before he 
had made it official, Democrat Hays 
arose on the floor of the House and 
delivered himself of some remarks, to 
wit: 


"I want to implore the Republican side 


of the House to try to dissuade him 
(Riegle) from switching parties. We in the 
majority have treated you fellows pretty 
nice since I have been here, so I do not see 
why you would want to inflict him upon 
us." 


There was more in the same vein, with 


the concluding observation that "I just 
hope, since the Lord has given him to you, 
that He keeps him over there and you do 
all you can to keep him there, too." 


Prayer didn't help. Riegle switched, 


changing the Michigan House delegation 
from 12-7 in the GOP's favor to 11-8. 


Republicans don't seem concerned. 


Riegle isn't voting with them on the 
issues, anyway. And the Democratic 
majority is so large, the GOP has no 
chance of organizing the House with or 
without Riegle. 


Meanwhile, it'll probably be more 


comfortable in the GOP caucus without 
Don; and, likewise, less comfortable in 
Democratic conclaves. Riegle appears to 
have a genius for being a pain in the neck. 


At 29, he was elected to his first term six 


years 
ago—a 
fairly 
conservative 


Republican and strong supporter of 
Richard Nixon. Since then, he's found new 
political principles, 
a new wife, and 


Congress insufferable. And he tells the 
world about it all constantly—both ver- 
bally and in print. 


Riegle portrays himself as the white 


knight in a Congress full of ogres and 
fuddy-duddies. What he really is is 
something quite different. 


Plain and simply, Riegle is a good- 


looking but spoiled young man whose 
moral yardstick appears to be what's nice 
for Don, in either personal or public 
relations. 


He describes himself as idealistic. Far 


from it! His political shift stems from the 
fact 
that in his Seventh 
(Flint) 


Congressional District, he feels he has to 
jump rope for the United Auto Workers to 
keep his job. Reports from Flint go so far 
as to say the UAW even ordered Riegle's 
party switch. 


There 
may 
be 
lots 
of 
other 


Congressmen just as self-serving as 
Riegle, and just as well able to rationalize 
their behavior. But most of them have at 
least a modicum of grace and candor 
that prevents them from parading their 
self-righteousness in front of their 
colleagues. 


The boys like to relax and level with 


each other when they hoist the ranch 
water in the cloakrooms. They don't want 
any secret-drinker preachers. 


Both Republicans and Democrats might 


dislike Riegle less loved he not Riegle 
more. 


Daley Does It Again 


Whether he trains for it or has it come 


natural is immaterial, the fact remains it 
is hard to find anyone who can top 
Richard J. Daley as a colorful personage. 


On Monday, His Honor was showing a 


bodyguard of 100 or so of the party faithful 
through Chicago's redesigned 
central 


water filtration plant. 


He took the occasion to remind the city 


payrollers he expected their undying 
loyalty round the clock each day in the 
year and not to mess around with any 
reporters. 
"Don't cozy up to the press," he 
reminded the boys, "They are trying to 
destroy me and the Democratic party." 


His Honor was still cooling down from a 


big burn 
arising 
over 
the 
recent 


disclosure of one son doing well in the 
insurance 
business. 
Insuring 
city 


property, that is. Another son, a lawyer, is 
getting court appointed receiverships by 
the dozens. 


Nothing in the stories implied a loading 


of the insurance premiums nor the pad- 
ding of fees. They merely took note of the 
fact how well the boys were making out. 


This so galled His Honor that he yelled 


in an executive session of the city council, 
"If they don't like me helping my sons, 
they can kiss my ass." 


Possibly this Daley & Sons revelation 


might have been shrugged off, except for 
its coming to light on the heels of other 
discomfitures. 


Paul Powell, the deceased Secretary of 


State, left shoe boxes stuffed 
with 


currency, tribute paid for political favors 
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to numerous business interests in Illinois. 
Otto Kerner, the former governor and 
now federal appeals judge, received a 
jury's guilty verdict for influence ped- 
dling on Chicago race tracks. A federal- 
court jury Wednesday convicted Edward^ 
Barrett, the Cook county clerk, on three- 
bribery charges. 


Nepotism is bad enough in its own 


standing. Coupled in time sequence with 
Daley's 
friends and protegees being 


enmeshed in the law's toils, was the 
proverbial straw breaking the camel's 
back. 


If His Honor believes he is more put 


upon than putting, he does not lack for 
distinguished company. Every President, 
from Thomas Jefferson down to and in- 
cluding Richard Nixon, has exploded 
against the Fourth Estate/The same goes 
for those who lost the elections to them, 
except they have moaned in deeper 
resonance. Ask George McGovern about 
that one. 


If the reaction is ludicrous, we must 


stick with the fairness doctrine. Some 
publishers and reporters are overly quick 
to feel a surge of moral indignation 
whenever somebody calls them to time. 


It so happens we have always felt a 


Daley is absolutely necessary to prevent a 
town like Chicago from flying apart at the 
seams. 


The price, though, is high. His Honor 


does not accrue any great store of the 
world's goods for his service, but his 
associates do not come cheap. Further, 
Hon. Daley expects this should be un- 
derstood. 


We feel a breeze from across the lake 


that it was not the disclosure about his 
sons which so upset His Honor as it was 
the implication it would be better form if 
those outside the family were getting the 
business. 


Quite apparently, the Mayor disagrees. 


Leather suitcase handles, sewn onto a

The right to vote on public 


issues is our inherent right, and 
privilege as American Citizens 
per our Constitution. But, little 
by little, the politicians that 
were elected to protect our 
rights are working to eliminate 
them. The majority of poeple 
don't want to get involved, or 
are too apathetic to care. Lets

(1) Five men (the township 


hoard), placed the township 
into a multi-million dollar debt 
without a referendum vote of 
the people, (Ihe sewer project). 


(2) The imposed 3 mill tax in 


1972 was based on a court 
ruling in March, 1972 that 
slates, "If collections fall short 
of requirements for bond and 
interest payments, the town- 
ship board had the right to 
assess a millage rate against 
all residents of the township." 
But, at a regular meeting, the 
writer 
was 
told 
that 
no 


financial problem exists, the 
millage was imposed just to 
have the money on hand. 


(3) The state legislators have 


opened the door to school 
boards to raise millage at will. 
People do not oppose the 
necessary cost of education, if 
told the truth, but, most school 
boards try to hold an ace up 
their sleeve. For example, the 
local board could not operate 
busses at Ihe start of the school 
year, but did purchase 7.4 acres 
of land in February of '72 and 
spent J11.795 to grade same 
right after Ihe millage election. 


The 1971-72 financial report 


was very interesting. The last 
paragraph states, "The school 
district has not adopted the 
practice 
of 
recording 
in- 


vestments in sites, buildings 
and equipment in a general 
fixed asset group of accounts. 
Accordingly, such amounts are 
not reflected in the financial 
statements at June 30,1972." in 
other words, the taxpayer is not 
fully informed. 


(4) In the 2-17-13 issue of your 


paper, under the heading, 
"Investments Earn Berrien 
$687,086", it is gratifying to see 
someone watching over our tax 
money, but taxes are for ser- 
vices. This return, at

some observers, understanda- 
bly, by offering fresh commit- 
ment tn welfare reform but mil 
promising a specific plan and 
not including any money 
for 


reform in his new budget. 


In fact this represents purlly 


a judgment thai ils higher cost 
doesn't fil Ihe country's present 
anil-spending mood and partly 
the view thai Congress, having 
dallied ineffectually for three 
years with liis 1969 family as- 
sistance program, wouldn't do 
anything anyway. 


The sad thing is Ihe need for 
change appears greater than 


ever. It rolls easily off Hie ton- 
gue to say, of the tax .structure, 
welfare, and 
probably , olher 


realms, that "the whole thing 
needs reform from top to bot- 
tom." But a prctly convincing 
ease can be made that il is 
bitterly true today in nol just 
direct welfare aid itself but the 
entire, varied array of assis- 
tance programs aimed al bet- 
tering the condition of Ihe na- 
tion's poor. 


The man who makes the case 


well, though it is hardly heard 
in the din over OEO's evidently 
impending demise, is Henry 
Aaron, in his document on 
reform 
written 
for 
Ihe 


Brookings Institution. 


In a previous report I drew 


attention to Aaron's point Ihat 


most of the huge growth in 
public aid programs has come 
in just Ihe last dozen years. But 
Ihe bigger meal in his sludy is 
Hie 
conclusion 
Dial 
Ihese 


programs, taken together, add 
up to a massive disincentive to 
work — to a discouragement nf 
the kind of self-effort that would 
produce more earnings and 
help strongly in reduce ttie 
number of Americans 
('25 


million) living in poverty. 


In 
I Mil, Aaron notes, few 


households got help from mure 
than one kind of aid program. 
Today the story is sharply 
different, and the consequences 
for poor families who move up 
in income can be devastating. 


A 
prime 
example 
is 


"Medicaid," a program offer- 
ing largely free health care for 
the medically indigent. All but 
one state has the program, and 
the participating stales gel 
some federal financing. Vir- 
tually 101) per cent of the people 
on the major welfare program 
— aid lo families with depen- 
dent children — nre also on the 
Medicaid rolls. 


Upwards of 50 per cent of 


recipients of this main arm of 
welfare 
aid 
likewise 
are 


beneficiaries of the increasingly 
costly food stamp program. The 
overlap with people who benefil 
from school lunch programs is 
60 per cent. On distribution of 
surplus farm commodities, the 
voerlap with welfare recipients 
is 15 per cent. On public hous- 
ing, 13 per cent. 


Aaron points out that these 


comparisons don'l even men- 
lion Ihe overlap in such other 
assistance programs as Social 
Security, 
unemployment in- 


surance, veterans' pensions and 
other benefits. 


Appeals Potent 


But Not Realistic 


Now that the Vietnamese 


War has entered a sputtering, 
political and therefore un- 
certain stage, the remnants of 
the anti-war movement are 
gearing up for the amnesty 
fight. And make no mistake 
about it, this is a fight — full of 
meanings which both 
sides 


recognize, though so far those 
meanings have been obscured 
by rhetoric. 


And, so far, the pro-amnesty 


forces have had the best of the 
rhetorical skirmishes. They 
are saying, for public con- 
sumption at any rate, two 
things: a) it is time to heal the 
nation's wounds, opened over 
Ihc war, and b) now that the 
war is over, why not forgive 
and forget? 


These are powerful appeals. 


Who, after all, docs not want to 
heal old divisions, and who does 
not want to put the whole 
business behind him? 


But those potent appeals do 


not cohere with the reality. 


In the first place, it is clear

exceptions, but in general, that 
is in most cases the concrete 
meaning of Ihe exiles' act of 
choice. Whatever Ihe "nation's 
wounds" arc alleged lo be, 
most of these exiles, far from 
healing them, would rub salt in 
Ihem. 


Yel, deeper issues are in- 


volved here as well, and at 
bottom the issue of sovereignty 
is al stake. 


Let it be noted that there are 


Iwo categories, boradly, for 
whom 
amnesty 
is 
being 


demanded: the draft-dodgers 
and the deserters. 


On a superficial view, (he 


deserter has committed 
the 


major offense. He, after all, 
took the mililary oalh. He has 
therefore not only violated civil 
bul 
military 
law, 
and 


challenged Ihe very basis of 
military discipline. 


But viewed concretely, in the 


present circumstances, Ihe 
deserter is likely to be far less 
of an implicit moral threat to 
the nation.

local and private cases. A 
private 
has 
slugged 
his 


sergeant, and goes over the 
hill. A sailor hat been caught 
stealing. A girl friend lurns up 
pregnant. True enough, the

hor—even ADC money—that is 
spent in stores outside the city. 


On the reverse to losing 


money, Lottridge told the 
commission that the Palladium 
Publishing Co. got a large tax 
write-off on its former Wall 
street building.

that he probably will 
regain more of his memory 
as his recovery continues.

Berrien Springs district voters 
have rejected bond issues to 
finance a new junior high 
building.
